Fate of the Illinois Lawmaker Hauge

William E. Mason, junior United States 
Senator from Illinois, declared yesterday at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel that he would re- 
sign his toga if the Republican National 
convention ‘in 1900 did not declare against 
“criminal aggression” in the Philippines. 
Mr. Mason even went so far as to say he 
would resign if the convention favored of- 
fering the Filipinos “ canned freedom,” as 
he thought it might do. There must be no 
‘evasion on the vital issue of pure and un- 


down and out, 

Then Mr. Mason proposes to stand for a re- 
election, to see whether the Illinois General 
Assembly sides with him or with the policy 
of the McKinley administration. This 
declaration from the Senator recalls the 
example set several years ago by Senators 
Roscoe Conkling and Thomas C. Platt in 
New York. When they tried for a vindica- 


_ Opposed to Criminal Aggression. 

“TI have talked the matter over with my 
wife and a few intimate friends,” said Sen- 
ator Mason. “I will not talk for publica- 
tion on the policy of our administration 
in the Philippines until after Congress con- 
venes and the question comes before that 
body. I am opposed to criminal aggression, 
but not to expansion. If it develops that I 
am not in touch with the people who made 
me their Senator there would be only one 
thing for me to do—resign, and give the 
party a chance to select another for the 
last two years of my term. — 


Objects to “ Canned Freedom.” 

“I will serve through the coming session 
and wait until the National convention 
enunciates its platform. It probably will 
offer the Filipinos canned freedom. If the 
platform on this issue*does not meet my 
views I will resign. But I want to serve 
notice right now, however, that I shall be 
a candidate for reélection. 

- Probably I could mot be reélected after 
having arrayed myself against the adminis- 
tration and my party, but the experience 
might take some of the conceit out of me. 
I can settle down here in Chicago and make 
a living for myself and family.”’ 


Will Be Guided by the People. 

Senator Mason declared that there were no 
captious qualifications embodied in his de- 
termination voluntarily to relinquish the 
Senatqyial seat. While the proposition seem- 
ingly carried a challenge to the Republican 
party that it must choose between him and 
McKinley, he protested that no such con- 
struction could justly be put upon it.

Chemicals exploded in the basement of 
Kent chemical laboratory at the University 
of Chicago at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
burning Arthur Higley, student, and Will- 
iam Ingham, janitor.

‘The son had been confined for several days 
to his bed and room with an attack of rheu-

since early childhood. 

The father went into the son’s room and 
insisted that the marriage with Grace Wil- 
son could not take place without the disin- 
heritance of his son as the consequence. 

There were bitter words, and during the 
quarrel it is alleged that Cornelius arose 
and struck his father in the face.

ANNOUNCES SYMONS’ DEATH. 


News Coming from General Joubert.

London, Oct. 26.—The death of General Sir 
William Penn Symons, the British com- 


mander at Glencoe, who was shot in the 


stomach in the battle with the Boers there 
on Oct. 20, was officially announced in the 
House of Commons today. 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the War 
office, Mr. Wyndham, in announcing the 
death of General Symons, said: 

“The news was considerately sent to Gen- 
eral White by General Joubert, which con- 
firms the impression that General Yule had 
to leave his wounded at Dundee. We hope 


to have shortly full information on the dis- 


positions made by General Yule for his 
wounded before leaving. 

“The House,”’ he added, “ wil] be glad 
to know that we have a further report from 
Mafeking, which was all right on Oct. 21. 

“As the establishment of the Eighteenth 
Hussars was complete there is no explana- 
tion why infantry officers fe} into the 
enemy’s hands at the same time, and it is 
assumed they were mounted infantry,” 


‘Have Ample Hospital Facilities. 

In the course of a reply relative to the 
arrangements made for the care of the 
wounded, Mr. Wyndham said there were 
ample stocks of medicines, etc., with ali 
the British forces; but, possibly, if they 
were forced to care for many Boerg, the 
British resources would be strained, and 
the government was making provision for 
this contingency. 

On Oct. 23, he added, three Boer doctors, 
with assistants, arrived at Ladysmith, and 
the Boer wounded were placed in the Dutch 
church in their charge. Those doctors ex- 
pressed gratitude and satisfaction at the 
unexpected arrangements for the comfort 
and welfare of the wounded.

RIET FONTEIN FIGHT IS COSTLY. 


General White Compelled to Use His 
Entire Force to Clear Road To- 
ward Yule’s Position.

‘London, Oct. 26.—Details of the fighting at | 


Rietfontein are coming in slowly. A special 
dispatch from Ladysmith, dated Oct. 24, 
filed after the fight, says: 

“On discovery that the Boers were massed 
to the westward of the main road to Dundee 
an attempt was made by a train to recover 
the body of Colonel Scott-Chisholme, killed 
at Elandslaagte. The train was fired upon 
and obliged to retire and General White 
moved out to attack the Boers, believed to 
be Free-Staters who should have joined the 
Transvaalers at Elandslaagte. General 
White commanded personally. 

‘The Fifth Lancers were placed on either 
flank. They first came in touch with the 
Boers below Modderspruit, where 1,500 
burghers occupied a strong ridge, whence 
they opened fire at 1,200 yards, hitting sev- 
eral of the British. In the meanwhile the 
Hussars and Natal Carbineers advanced 
unscathed through an opening in the ridge, 
under the fire of a Boer gun, while the Im- 
perial Light Horse took part of the crest of 
the ridge, the Boers retiring. 

“At about 9, however, a Boer gun sta- 
tioned on the crest of Matawanaskop opened 
fire with great accuracy on the main force, 
which in the meantime had come up; but the 
shells failed to explode and the British artil- 
lery silenced the opposition. 

“The whole British force then advanced 
and the action became general. A large 
body of Boers occupied strong positions at 
Matarawaskop and the precipitous ridges 
surrounding it. The British guns shelled 
the positions and the infantry advanced un- 
der cover of the fire. The Gloucesters and 
Devons crossed a fearful fire zone beneath 
Tuitanyoni Hill, whence the Boers poured 
a withering fire with such éffect that thirty 
of the attackers dropped within a distance, 
of 200 yards. Seeing the peril of the Devons 
and Gloucesters, General White dispatched 
the Carbineers and Liverpools to take the 
enemy in the rear. 

**A fierce rifle and artillery duel was main- 
tained for some time. The British Maxims 
rattled, but the Boers, under cover of the 
rocks, remained cool, and replied with an 
incessant rifle fire. The British artillery 
swept the face of the hill, and at length 
the shells became so destrictive that the 
Boers retreated to another ridge, whence 
they were dislodgd by the volunteers in 
the face of a galling fire. 

“The Boers soon reformed and took up 
a position on another ridge, but the volun- 
‘teers dashed across the intervening plateau, 
again rushed the Boer position, and drove 
them back to the main force, occupying 
Matawanaskop. The British then shelled 
the latter until clusters of Boers were seen 
leaving and retreating westward, when 


the engagement closed.” 


-YULE’S FORCE HAS CLOSE CALL. 


Retreat from Dundee and Then from 
Glencoe Made Before Boers Real- 
ized British Weakness. 
London, Oct. 26.—A special dispatch from 
Glencoe camp, dated Oct. 23, says: 
“After the victory Friday the British 

they were free from further mo- 

lestation for some days, but they soon found 
that the earlier reports of a sweeping suc- 
cess were exaggerated. The reported cap- 
ture of all the Boer guns was incorrect, the 
burghers succeeding in removing»some of 
them before.the British carried the hill, 
leaving only the riflemen behind to cover 
their retreat. 3 

“On Saturday news was received of the 
approach of General Joubert’s main col- 
umn, threatening Dundee. General Yule 
quickly recognized the impossibility of de- 
fending, both Dundee and Glencoe against 
such superiority of numbers, sent word to 
Ladysmith of his dangérous Situation, and 
ordered the evacuation of Dundee. Most of 
the inhabitants went southward on Satur- 
day. The Gritish camp was aiso removed 
in anticipation of an attack on Dundee, 
which commenced with long range 4 firing 
by the Vig gung at daybreak Sunday. 


Pretoria, Oct. 21.—Friday’s fight at Dundee 
Started at 5 in the morning and lasted until 2 in 
the afternoon. The burghers, under Genera! Lucas 
Meyer, tock up a strong position, but were com- 
pelled to retire to their laager after capturing a 
Maxim. The fighting was resumed at 10 this 
morning in the neighborhood of Glencve and Dun- 
dee. Several Boer forces were engaged. The 
firing was distinctly heard at Dannhauser. 

Pretoria, Oct. 21.—Newcastle is under mar- 
tial law. The town is quiet. The farmers within 
a radius of three miles have been called upon 
to give an inventory of their stock in ease it is 
required, and the citizens have been ordered 
to give up their arms. About 300 complied. 
Guards are protecting property. 

Pretoria, Oct. 21.—President Steyn of the Orange 
Free State has issued a proclamation to the 
Basuto nation explaining the reasons for the war 
and also stating that Boer forces have been 
placed nea: the Basutoland border. He makes 
known that the republic is at peace with the 
Basutos and wishes to continue so, adding that 
no injury will be done to Basutos remaining quiet 
and not assisting the British. 


Boer Report of Elandslaagte. 


Pretoria, Oct. 22.—The Johannesburg’ burghers’ 
Hollander corps has had a heavy engagement at 
Elandslaagte. The battle lasted 
a@ainst heavy odds. 
about one hundred burghers are dead or wounded 
It is reported that Colonel Schiel and Field Cor- 
nets Pionaar and Joubert were killed. 

Pretoria, Oct. 25.—General Joubert reports that 
General Cronje, commanding the Free State and 
Winburg forces, had an engagement yesterday 
with the British at Elandslaagte. It started at 
9 and ldsted seven hours. Nine burghers were 
wounded and six were killed. All the British re- 
tired to Ladysmith. | 

Teh Trucks of British Prisoners. 


Pretoria, Oct. 22.—The British prisoners 
captured Friday near Dundee were entrained at 
Dannhauser. They filled ten trucks. The officers 
traveled first-class, and a separate van was pro- 
vided for two wounded officers. 

An enormous crowd assembled at the station 
here to witness their arrival, but there was no 
demonstration. When they alighted the prisoners 
were received with funereal silence upon the part 
of the crowd. The greatest order and decorum 
prevailed while they were traversing the streets. 

The wounded were taken to a hospital, while 
the other officers and men wefe marched to the 
race course, escorted by~mounted burghers, and 
were encamped un the spot where Jameson's 
troopers were confined. 

The officers (Lieutenant Colonel Moller, Major 
Greville, and Captain Pollock of the Eighteenth 
Hussars, and Captain Lonsdale, Lieutenant Le 
Meseurier, Lieutenant Garvice, Lieutenant Crim- 
shaw, Lieutenant Majendie. and Lieutenant Shore 
of the Dublin Fusileers), looked in good health. 
They are quartered in a building apart from 
the men. 

On giving their parole they will be allowed 
the freedom of the whole inclosure. The men 
appear indifferent and spent most of their time 
smoking. They sleen on the grand stand. 


DESIRE AMERICA TO MEDIATE. 


Advocates of Peacein Transvaal Call on 
President McKinley—His — 
Non-Committal. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—The resolu- 
tions adopted at a mass-meeting held in 
Carnegie Hall, New York, onOct. 11, urg- 
ing the President to offer the friendly serv- 
ices of the United States in mediation be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal and 
,Orange Free State Republics, were present- 
ed to the President this afternoon bya 
delegation from New York, headed by Tunis 
G. Bergen, President of the Holland society. 
Various peace societies were represented. 

Addresses were made to the President by 
Mr. Bergen, Fred W. Hinrichs, and William 
Van Benthuysen in hehalf of- mediation. 

The President, in responding, thanked the 
gentlemen for appearing and for the senti- 
ments expressed in behalf of peace. Such 
sentiments had his sympathy, but in a case 
where so many diverse interests are involved 
moves must be made with great reserve lest 
unwittingly injury be done some of the 
parties. The fact, moreover, must not be 
overlooked that America had interests at 
stake. The President reiterated that he was 
for peace, and assured the delegation that 
the petition would receive — most earnest 
consideration.

They 
were generally successful. 

The vessels lay 100 yards apart. Rear 
Admiral Farquhar wrote the messages on 
the New York—ordinary telegrams that 
might be used in war—and an answer from 
the Massachusetts received in two minutes 
and forty-three seconds. 

Admiral Farquhar, Captain Chadwick, 
Lieutenants Newton and Blish, and Marconi 
were in the chartroom of the New York, 
where the transmitter was placed, and Lieu- 
tenants Qualtrough and Denfield went 
aboard the Massachusetts. The wire from 
the transmitter went through the chart- 
house up through the deck and then ran 
up to the top of the mainmast, which had 
been heightened fifty feet by an extra spar. 

From that point the wire was stretched 
to the taffrail and the stern and dropped 
into the water.

PREDICTED THAT NEXT YEAR 
f WILL SURPASS THIS. 


Greatest Activity Ever Known in the 
rade Expected in 1900—Orders Al- 
ready Placed for 1,500,000 Tons of 
Rails at $33, and Morg Are Awaited 
—With All the Rush of Business 
| There Is No Fear of a Famine, but

High Prices Will Rule.

The coming year will be marked by the 
greatest trade activity the steel and iron 
interests of the country ever have known, 
according to the predictions of cautious- 
minded executive officials in this industry. 
Every mill in the United States, so is the 
forecast, will run throughout the year, fur- 
nishing steady employment to thousands 
and thousands of men. These statements 
are based on the heavy advance orders for 
steel rails—unprecedented in the history of 
this trade—already entered by the railroad 
companies. To date 1,500,000 tons of rails 
will be required to fill the contracts made 
for 1900, while the total output before the 
shen closes is expected to exceed 2,000,000 

To be ready for this fush of work the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire company is about to 
erect a $1,000,000 plant on Neville Island in 
the Ohio River near Pittsburg. i 

Following this preface comes the declara- 
tion that the advanced prices in the steel 
market which have obtained this year will 
continue. “The heavy call for rails, it is said, 
will affect every other branch of steel manu- 
facture and sepd prices upinalllines. Steel 
rails sold’ one year ago at $18 a-ton. Orders 
received for delivery during the next twelve 
months have been made on a $33 basis, and 
the figures will not remain at this level for 
any length of time, it is believed. The steel 
men insist that the first advance will come 
on raw material, ore and coke—the source 
to which is credited the present upward ten- 
dency. The steel s¥pply is said to be wholly 
out of the hands of speculators and in con- 


trol of manufacturers or buyers. 


Deny Fear of Steel Famine. 


Authoritative statements also are made 
that there will be no steel famine. Con- 
trary to report, local authorities assert 
that the big demand for steel rails will not 
tie up the mills and render jt necessary to 
put other lines of steel manufacture aside 
in order to fill these advance contracts. 
Officials of construction companies insist. 
that no shortage in their needs will result. 
Here, too, orders have been given months 
in advance. | 

The unprecedented advance demand for 
rails will show its effect on Chicago, chiefly 
through the portion of the arder which the 
Illinois Steel company, controlling the onl 
steel rail mills in the middle West, will fil¥. 


| It is expected that a tonnage of 600,000 will 


be supplied from this plant alone. Of the 
remaining amount the greater portion will 
be supplied by the Carnegie Steel company of 
Pittsburg. | 
Other plants sharing in the orders are the 
Fennsylvania Steel company of Harrisburg, | 
the Lackawanna Iron and Steel company of 
Scranton, and the Cambria Steel company of 
Johnstown. It is said the only other steel 
mills in the country which will figure in 
next year’s output arethose of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company, which has now a

Some Large Orders Placed. 


Among the large railroad systems which 
placed orders for rails during the last two 
weeks were: The Pennsylvania, 105,000 
tons; Illinois Central, 50,000 tons; North- 
western, Union Pacific.

This control is secured by ownership and 
by charter. John D. Rocketsller's repre- 
sentatives have 6,300,000 tons of Whether 
all of these boats will be used exclusively in 
the ore trade is not known now, but the 
situation causes considerable anxiety among 
the shippers of grain and coal. The ore 
companies have it in their power to cause 
the great bulk of this tonnage to run up the 
lakes light, and if the mines can turn out 
this immense amount of ore and the rail- 
roads carry it to the shipping docks every 
craft will be compelled to make the greatest 
possible number of trips and disregard all 
up-bound cargoes. 

At no time in the past have the lake craft 
been tied up on season contracts to the ex- 
tent they are for 1900. This has been due 
mainly to the struggle between the Rocke- 
feller and Carnegie interests for control. 
The rate of $1.25 a ton from the head of Lake 
Superior, forced by the Rockefellers in this 
struggle, prompted the vesselmen to put in 
their boats. They have carried ore all one 
year for 60 cents. This, coupled with the 
tendency of lake property to get into the 
control of big corporations, has brought the 
total iron tonnage up to the astounding 
figures. | 

Of the sum total but 6.423,000 tons comes 
from what is known as the individual own- 
ers, but this takes much of the tonnage 
available for other trades. In most cases 
the individual fleets are taken for their full 
capacity, and practically all the owners who 
regularly engage/in the ore trade are in. 
The number of owners who are taking 
chances on the wild rates for the coming 
ee can bé counted on the fingers of one 

and. 

In the event of the mines being unable to 
furnish the ore many craft will be turned 
into the grain trade. 

The only fleets of importance not tied up 
to the ore trade are two or three in Mil- 
waukee and’ the Eddy Bros.’ steamers of 
Bay City. The latter, however, will be busy 
moving ore from a mine owned by the 
Eddys.

The statistics of embezzle- 
Statistics ment during the last three 
of Em- months furnish one of the 
bezslement. inost significant and incon- 
testable proofs of the pros- 
perity of this country. Embezzlements al- 
ways flourish in financially hard times and 
when business is at a low ebb, as the record 
for several years past demonstrates. The 
embezzlements for August last were $34,- 
963: for September, $23,923; and for October, 
to date, $70,490, which is the smallest record 
for any three months in the last twenty 
years. The total for 1897 was $11,248,084. 
In 1898 it fell to $5,851,263. Barely two 
months of 1899 remain and the total is only 
$1,835,261. Another significant feature of 
the record is its bearing upon the adminis- 
tration of savings and loan associations. 
Last year they suffered a loss of $349,800 
by embezzlement. This year but one case 
has been reported and this involves a loss 
of but $2,145, showing that the weak and 
rotten companies have been weeded out and 
only the strong ones survive.

"The School member of the Board of 
Medical Education, urges the ap- 
Fad. pointment of seventy-five 


medical school inspectors

THE RISE OF WILLIAM LORIMER. 
Congressman Lorimer is planning to bring 
two things to pass. ‘The first of these is the 
renomination of Governor Tanner. The sec- 
ond is the full establishment of his own 
sovereignty over Cook County and this 
State. He aims at nothing less than to be 
King William the First of Illinois, This 
is an ambitious program for a man who 
fifteen years ago was a driver on a South 
Halsted street car. 
Congressman Lorimer’s career 8 an CX- 
emplification of what can be accomplished 
in Chicago by a pushing young man who 
devates himself exclusively to practical 
politics, According to the ‘biographical 
sketch furnished by him for the Congres- 
sional Directory, he-was born in Man- 
chester, EXngland, in March, 1861. His 
parents came to this country im 1866. 
After living in Michigan and Ohio for a 
time they came to Gificago in 1870. After 
trying different ways of earning a living 
he went into politics. He became influen- 
tial in his precinct and then in his ward. 
That influence made him superintendent 
of the Water offiee, a place he had to re- 
sign because his administration of its af- 
fairs was unsatisfactory. But though he 
lost his job, he retained his influence, which 
was useful in connection with legislation 
in the General Assembly and the Council. 
Having increased the number of wards 
subject to his supremacy he was nomimat- 
ed for Congress in 1894. The tidal wave 
of that year elected him and he has been re- 
elected twice since then. His term does 
not expire until March, 1901. In spite of 
an incessant devotion to politics, 

has made it impossible for him to engage 
in business enterprises, he has accumulated 
a large fortune.. He is rich and in Con 
gress. Considering the short time it has 
taken him to get where he is he onght to 
be satisfied with what he has got. But he 
is mot. 

In 1897 he had the courage to aspire to 
the United States Senate. He had no 
qualifications as a statesman or an orator. 
He had had no experience in public life 
to fit him for the place. He was ill-in- 
formed and not accomplished in any re- 
spect. Yet so great was his self-confi- 
dence that he could not see why he should 


not be elected. Today he meditates a bold- 


er flight. Today he is scheming to secure 
a position where he will wield greater 
power and be more dangerous to his State 
and his party than if he had secured the 
Senatorial seat he failed to get in 1897. 
His ambition. is to be the unofficial but 
actnal ruler of Illinois, as Platt is of New 
York and as Quay is of Pennsylvania. 
Lorimer proposes to establish over Illinois 
a political despotism not recognized by the 
laws, so that he may be able not merely 
to dictate the nomination of county officers, 
Governors, and United States Senators, but 
that he may be able to control municipal 
and State legislation. To regulate taxa- 
tion in Cook County and have all the big 
taxpayers under his thumb is not enough 
for him. He wants to own the Legisla- 
ture, so that all great corporations which 
fear unfriendly laws or desire favorable 
laws may know there is an “ uncréwned 


and must be settled. 

Mr. Lorimer would be a boss even as 
Platt or is. But he is not their equal. 
He has not the e , the judgment, 
nor the know of practical affairs which 
they have. r. Lorimer would be a boss 
after pattern of Oroker, not af Platt. 
The latter is politic. He knows how far 
it is safe to go. He put himself in the 
Senate, but he put Mr. Depew there as 
his colleague. He bent to the popular de- 
mand for the yomination of Roosevelt as 
Governor. He indorsed Elihu Root, once 
his enemy, for Secretary of War, and 
Joseph Choate for Ambassador to Great 
Britain. He had the wisdom to know 
that it would not do to urge inferior men 
for such positions. 

The tact which Platt has displayed is 
beyond Lorimer. He would be one of those 
bosses whose rule of action always is con- 
tempt for public opinion, reinforced by ig- 
norance of it. At this moment Mr. Lori- 
mer does not propose to consult expediency, 
for the first item on his program is the 
renomination of Governor Tanner. In the 
event of Tanner’s election, the next step 
_ will be to establish over all Illinois that 
Lorimer soveréignty which he is confident 
he has established firmly over Cook County. 

There is one flaw in Lorimer’s calcula- 
tions. He has forgotten that Illincis Re 
publicans are not accustomed to bosses cf, 
his stamp and will not acknowledge their 
sovereignty. If Lorimer succeeds in get- 
ting hold of the party machinery, so as to 
force the nomination of men far executive, 
legislative, and other offices who will do 
his will, a sufficient number of voters will 
snap all party ties and overwhelm him and 
his candidates in a common defeat. 

That will disrupt the “ organization ”’ and 
defeat the Republican party for the time 
being. But many Republicans would rather 
contribute to the defeat of their party 
than to its’ success if the price of success 
is to be the supremacy of Lorimer. They 
would sooner see t party of high as- 
pirations and patridtic aims which they 
have been so proud to belong to repulsed 
in one or more important elections than 
t6 have it degraded to ignoble uses. If 


these Republicans will prefer to have the 
Democratic party sultied with the conse- 
quences of unworthy leadership. They 
would rather see the Republican party de- 
feated than dishonored. ‘

BRITISH DEFEATS, NOT VICTORIES. 
‘The British victory at Dundee seems to 
be on a par with some of the victories which 
were won by General McClellan while he 
was moving “for tactical reasons” from 
the Chickahominy to the James. That 
“change of base”’ came near being a rout. 
e same seems, to have been true of the 
operations of the British forces in Natal. 
The announcement was made yesterday in 
the House of Commons of the death from 
his wounds of General Symons. That news 
came through General Joubert. ‘There- 
fore it is evident that General Symons, 
along with the other wounded, was left be- 
hind at Dundee when the British retreated 
from there. They must have retreated in 
great haste or they would not have left 
their commanding officer behind them. It 
turns out now that an entire squadron of 
hussars which took part in the fight at 
Dundee was capturéd by the Boers. The 
total losses in killed, wounded, and prison- 
ers must have been heavy. The dispatches 
given out yesterday leave no doubt that 
those which were received or were made 
public at first concealed the truth as to the 
situation. The English troops no doubt 
fought as well as was stated, but they seem 
only to have delayed for a time, not to have 
frustrated, the plans of thé Boer Generals. 
The British have succeeded in escaping 
capture, but they have been compelled to 
evacuate the important positions they held. 
They have been forced to fall back with 
almost unbecoming haste. Either earlier 
dispatches have been doctored or the men 
in charge at the War office have been kept 
in ignorance of the actual situation by the 
Generals in the field. | 

There is nothing to be gained by a policy 
of deception, The truth leaks out ulti- 
mately, and when the truth is unpleasant 
the disappointment is bitter. The exulta- 
tion felt in England over the alleged vic- 
tories at Dundee and Elandslaagte—where 
the British dead appear now to have been 
left on the field—and the rumors that Kru- 
ger was about to ask for peace has been 
dearly bought. It would have been better 
to say at once that the Boers were ad- 
vancing and the British troops retreating, 
fighting desperately while doing so to pre- 
vent the surrounding and capture of the 
greater part of their forces. Less reliance 
will be put after this on dispatches which 
report British victories. 


The linois Board of Fish 
Commissioners has sub- The Illinois 
mitted its report for the Fisheries. 
two years ending Sept. 30, 7 
1898. The calculations of the increase in 
the output of fish have been made upon the 
basis of the annual report of the Fisher- 
men’s association, giving the amount of fish 
bought, taken, and sold at twenty-two points 
on the Illinois River. The catch for the 
year 1898 amounted to 9,708,298 pounds, 


valued at $279,482. In theitems of this total 


it appears that 85 per cent of the fish taken 
are of the coarser sort, such as carp, buffa- 
lo, catfish, suckers, and white perch, while 
the black bass represents only one-half of 
1 per cent. Carp alone represent 566 per 
cent of the whole amount, and sometimes 
they have brought a better price on the fish 
boats than the best table fish we have. They 
are more plentiful than ever in the Illinois 
River, are growing to immense size, and in- 
creasing wonderfully in numbers.

WAR TO PREVENT WAR. 

Captious critics and persons of superficial 
information o¢casionally criticise the atti- 
tude of THe TRIBUNE towards the war now 
being waged between the Boers and British, 
and wonder how it can sympathize with the 
Boers when it justified the action of the 
United States in making war upon Spain 
and invading Cuba and other Spanish pos- 
sessions. These persons have not accurate- 
ly or even intelligently studied the relative 
situations, for if they had it is difficult to 
conceive how they could institute such a 


comparison. — 


The war against Spain was a war to stop 
war. In other words, the United States 
undertook a war in the cause of humanity 
to put an end to a war which had been 
waged for many years in most cruel and 
atrocious style, and which could have only 
had for its outcome the extermination of 
the Cuban people. Spain's purpose was to 
subdue that people by savage brutality, 
wanton massacre, and wholesale starva- 
tion, because they could not be subdued in 
any other way. It was warned over and 
over again by the governments of both par- 
ties in this country to desist from its hideous 
purpose, and it was not until it became evi- 
dent that Spain would pay no heed to the 
warnings that this government intervened 
to save the Cubans, just as any strong and 
humane man would intervene to save wom- 
en and children from personal! violence or 
persecution by a drunken father or hus- 
band. The loss of life occasioned by this 
intervention was trifling as compared with 
what would have resulted had Spain been 
permitted to carry out its inhuman policy 
to the end. More people were starved to 
death every year—nay, every month—in 
Cuba than we lost during the entire war. 

There was no war of any kind in the 
Transvaal calling for intervention. There 
_ were no people starved by the Boers or in- 
humanly treated by them. The Boers were 
at peace with the whole world. The uit- 
landers were working the mines and making 
money. They went there voluntarily for 
that purpose. They were not obliged to go 
or to stay or to mine. They could do what 
they pleased. They were in no dauger of 
political -oppression or personal violence, 
much less were they in danger of starva- 
tion for the purpose of extermination. They 
put forth certain grievances. They thought 
the price of dynamite was exceasive, 
did not relish the teaching of Dutch in the 
schools to the exclusion of English. They 
desired political equhlity with the Boers. 
But if they did not like the way in which 
the Boers managed their own affairs they 
were at liberty to quit the country at any 
time. Tus Trrsvune fails to see how any 
comparison can be drawn between these 
alleged acts of oppression and the horrible 
cruelty of the Spaniards in Cuba. It fails 
to see any parallel between a war waged to 
stop one of the most brutal and atrocious 
wars on record and a:war to ébtain certain 
rights for gold miners and to seize the ter- 
ritory of a neighboring friendly nation.

THE LAST STRAW. 
The sanitary district trustees must feel 
-much'as Hercules did when battling with 
the hydra. When he cut off one of the 
creature’s heads two new ones sprouted 
up. No sooner do the trustees get rid of 
one impediment to the opening of their chan- 
nel in December than at least one more 
obstacle arfses to vex their souls. They 
thought they were out of the woods, when 
suddenly the State Canal Inspection com- 
mn, whose approval is required under 
the law for the opening of the channel, in- 
timates that it may not give that approval. 
The reason assigned is that with a cur- 
rent of one and one-quarter miles an hour 
in the river 300,000 cubic feet of water 
cannot be sent through it into the drainage 
channel every minute. The law demands 
that quantity of water. 


this an adequate reason. They have not 
intended te limit themselves to a velocity 
of one and one-quarter miles per hour. They 
have had in mind a velocity of a mile and 
a half. Probably more than that would 
be permissible at: the time it is proposed to 
apen the channel, for navigation will be at 
an end then. The words.“ one and one- 
quarter miles an hour” are in the permit 
given by the Secretary of War. They do 
not limit the trustees to that velocity, how- 
ever. They ean exceed it if there is no 
imterference with navigation. 

The reason assigned by the inspec 
commission being so frivolous, the ques- 
tion naturally arises what this move 
means—what is the particular “ nigger in 
the wood pile””? From the moment of the 
conception of the drainage. project it has 
been the victim of a series of “ holdups.” 
The valley people, Joliet, the Canal Com- 
missioners, owners of water power, rail- 
roads, towns, and the*contractors have 
taken advantage of the necessities of the 
drainage district. The natural query, 
therefore, when any new obstacle is put 
in the way of the opening of the channel, 
is, What do the obstructionists seek to 
get out of this? What is their price?’ 

The Legislature made no appropriation 
‘for the expenses of the inspection com- 
mission. The drainage trustees agreed to 
pay its bills at the end of every month. 
Recently a demand was made for the im- 
mediate turning over to the commission of 
all the money that had been .set aside to 
defray its expenses. The request was re- 
fused. That may be the cause of this 
virtuous move on the part of the com- 
mission, Or there may be politics in it 
This may be an intimation that if some 
persons who have political influence do 
not “behave themselves” Chicagoans 
must drink impure water and be poisoned 
for months to come. The ways of poli- 
ticians are inscrutable. 

Probably the “‘ true inwardness ” of this 
latest demonstration against the drainage 
trustees will be apparent in a few days. 
Then it will be easy to determine how it 
may best be met. 


LESSON OF RAPID TRANSIT IN BERLIN. 
The rapid transit situation in Berlin, as 
recently described at length by Tue TRIB- 
UNE’s correspondent, is characterized (1) 
by a belated but finally comprehensive de- 
velopment, (2) by diversity in facilities, and 
(3) by the recent decision of the transit 
commission against the granting of any fur- 
ther franchises and in favor of public own- 
ership and operation as its future policy. 

Owing to the aversion of the city govern- 
ment and the Emperor to the introduction 
of the overhead trolley in certain portions 
of the capital city, Berlin fell behind other 
cities of the empire in local transportation. 
Since 1897, however, construction has been 
going actively forward, and when plans now 
under way are completed there will be nine 
different lines or systems in operation. 

Moreover, these will include not only the 
famous “ Ringpahn,” which for a genera- 
tion has girdled the city with focr tracks, 
laid on elevated masonry or grading, but 
an “L” line of steel construction, a tunnel 
line, an electric conduit system, various 
overhead trolley lines, a storage battery 
line, a system of combination trolley and 
storage battery lines, and combination trol- 
ley car and automobile omnibuses. 

The decision of the transit commission to 
grant no more franchises—though some of 
those outstanding have nearly twenty years 
yet to run—is in line with European ten- 
dencies. It also follows a policy of active 
control. According to our correspondent, 
the city has heretofore “ reserved the most 
complete control of the operation of the rail- 
ways.” It also receives “8 per cent of the 


and 4 per cent from the newer suburban 
lines,” and under certain circumstances it 
.“ can, before the termination of the life 
of a franchise, compel the adoption of im- 
proved methods of propulsion.” Fear of 
harmful combinations between different 
companies, as well as “ complaints of stub- 
bornness and lack of respect for the city’s 
regulations,’ contributed to this radical de- 
cision. The large profits of the companies 
also constituted an argument to the same 
end. 

For Chicago people special interest at- 
taches to the combination vehicles men- 
tioned—namely: the combination trolley car 
and automobile and the combination trolley 
and storage battery car. Apparently the 
former is to be put in operation in Berlin 
for the first time anywhere in the world 
(though a combination street car and omni- 


used for many years in some European 
cities; for example, in Brussels). The 
combination trolley and storage battery car, 


Dresden several years ago, and so is no ex- 
periment in Berlin. In Washington, D. C., 
where Congress has prescribed the electric 
conduit system within the city, while the 
overhead trolley is allowed beyond its lim- 
its, suburban lines have been required to 
sage degre cars with double contact devices, 
so that the same car can pass at once from 
the overhead to the underground system.

young Boers,’ says T. P. O’Connor in 
Mainly About People, ‘‘ who have little experience 
of what takes place beyond their own borders, 
think Joubert {s the greatest commander the 
world has ever seen. They are perfectly assured 
of his resources, not only for an unlimited defense 
of the Transvaal, but also for onslaughts in 
Natal and other British territory. Their argu- 
ment, on which this feeling of confidence is 
based, is delightfully simple. ‘ He beat the Eng- 
a at Majuba | ill,” they say, ‘ and he can do it 
again.’ 

Within his sphere Joubert’s military magnetism 
is not unlike that of Napoleon over his followers. 
A magnificent type of Boer farmer-soldier, ip 
spite of his having reached nearly three score and 
tcn years, the glance of his steely eye, Mr. O’Con- 
nor thinks, will not be dimmed readily by ad- 
verse fortunes, and his soldiers will counter- 
balance temporary disasters with the old Gen- 
eral’s past fecord. 

However, Mr. O’Connor believes Joubert is too 
shrewd a man to imagine that the British forces, 
owing to numbers and resources, will not be too 
much for the Boers in thelong run. It is a tribute 
to his courage that, while his heart is heavy with 
an almost superstitious belief that the war will 
result adversely to his countrymen, he fights as 
if undaunted. 


It is possible to see how the ignorance of the 
young Boer warriors gives them the one advan- 
tage of confidence in their wonderful marksman- 
ship which they might not have were they more 
familiar with the resources of the outer world, 
but this does not deceive Joubert. 

'The average Boer imagines that the whole of 
the British army was engaged at Majuba and 
Doornkop. Joubert knows better. He has visited 
England more than once, and knows something 
of its power. ‘‘ After the Jameson raid,” says 
T. P. O’Connor, ‘*‘ Joubert, though a profoundly 
relfgious and generous man, was all in favor of 
war, and strongly advocated shooting all the 
prisoners, and facing all the consequences of an 
open rupture with England, but his opinion of 
England’s powers is different today.’’

saw his first active service in the Transvaal.war 
of 1880-’81 as a young Lieutenant of the Gordons. 
When he landed at Durban with Sir George 
White, there were shouts of ‘‘ Remember Ma- 
juba!’’

He received there a bullet wound of which he 
still feele some effects.. On the day of Majuba 
he held, with a party of twenty or thirty of his 
men, a point on the north side of the hill above the 
slope where the first Boer attack camein.

be watched. Armes has conducfed the af- 
fair so adroitly and with so much secrecy 
that there is nothing upon which the Brit- 
ish officials here can base a protest to the 
State department.

plan would require that apparatus fop’ filling 
the balloon be kept on board ship 


miles. There is, on the other hand, no 
emergency which requires the condensation 
of gas in the navy, and if the military bal- 
loon be added to warships it will probably 
be accompanied by the entire apparatus for 
inflation and filling. 

There is always a question whether a bal- 
loon serves any practical purpose, although 
it undeniably increases the radius of vision, 
which in itself is an important feature In 
naval operations. The incident which 
prompts our officers to discuss the idea now 
is the adoption of the balloon on some of 
the foreign ships of war, notably in the Ger- 
man navy. While the scheme is in its ex- 
perimental stage, there have been enough 
material results since the adoption of the 
balloon to suggest its utility on board our 
own ships of war. The policy of our naval 
strategists in this respect is that we must not 
allow our possible enemies to distance us in 
the plan of national armament. 


In 1897 there were eight}-seven ships on 
the naval register, mounting 598 rifles, with 
963 guns in their secondary batteries. Now 
there are 153.ships, with 827 rifles and 1,550 
secondary battery guns. The navy now has 
on hand or under contract 927 rifles. It will 
require 751 rifled cannon to equip the new 
navy, sixty for the old ships, and ten not 
usable, leaving 106 rifled cannon as & re- 
serve. |

Land Office Affairs. 

The report of Commissioner Hermann of 
the General Land office shows a total of 
929,308,068 acres of unappropriated and un- 
reserved public lands.in the United States. 
The disposals of public lands during the fis- 
cal year show an increase of 728,516 acres 
over last year. The total cash receipts of the 
service increased $792,142 over last year. 

Original homestead entries showed a de- 
crease of 28,970 in area involved, and final 
entries an increase of 39,132 in area. There 
were .150,541 acres certified or patented as 
swamp lands during the year, an increase of 
almost 70,000. 

Indian and miscellaneous land patents Ifs- 
sued aggregated 212,848 acres. 

Under the several railroad grants made by 
Congress there were‘certified and patented 
last year 504,651 acres of land, together with 
60,392 acres for wagon road construction. 

The Commissioner makes a number of 
recommendations looking to the betterment 
of the land laws, and suggests the enlarge- 
ment of the Mount Rainier National Parkin 
Washington and the Yellowstone National 
Park in Wyoming. Protection against for- 
est fires is especially urged, the average 
yearly loss from this cause being estimated

Plans for Pacific Cable.

SUICIDE OF DR. E. A. VAN TUYL. 


Former Physician of Riverside Kills 
‘ Himself with a Scalpel at Denver— 
Leaves Widow and Three Children. 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
practice of medicine and surgery and a 
knowledge of anatomy led Dr. E. A. Van 
Tuyl, lately of Riverside, Ill., to believe 
that he could easily commit suicide by the 
use of a sharp blade. He wrote a farewell 
letter and then drew: from his case of in- 
struments a razor-bladed scalpel. He 
opened his shirt in front and thrust the steel 
into his heart.:He struck himself several 
blows before the blade reached the vital or- 
gan, inflicting six small wounds In the breast. 

Dr. Van Tuyl came to Denver last Mon- 
day and rented a room in the Brown Block. 
He paid his rent nightly to the landlady, 
Miss Hannah Nolan. He was found dead 
by her tonight. 

In his trunk Deputy Coroner W. I. Bossler 
and George Stiles found the following note: 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 25, 1899.—To whom it may 
concern: I can bear this awful agony and phys- 
ical pain and torture no longer. I have suffered 
with my back for years. I have no hopes of being 
better. Notify Mrs. Eva W. Van Tuy! of River- 
side, Ill, My life insurance policy was made pay- 
able to her. God bless her and my three dear 
children is my last prayer. E. A. VAN TUYL. 

On a separate sheet of paper appeared the 
following: . 

Please send the gold ring on my finger and the 
pictures and little drawings I leave on the table 
to Mrs. Eva W. Van Tuyl, Riverside, Ill., and 
give my trunk and contents to my landlady here 
if she desires them. VAN, 

Among the effects of the dead man were 
letters from two of his children, Courtney 
and Warren. 

It is believed that Dr. Van Tuyl came to 
this city from Pueblo, and that he was on his 
way East. He had only 45 cents in money. 


Dr. Van Tuyl was at one time a prominent 
practitioner at Riverside. About three years 
ago he was stricken with mental trouble 
which made his retirement necessary. For 
a time he was treated at a local sanitarium, 
but he disappeared from there some time ago. 
Dr, Van Tuyl was 45 years old, and left a 
widow and three children, Who reside in 
Riverside. 


ILLINOIS WOMAN IS VICTIMIZED. 


Mrs. Colthar of Bunker Hill Gives Her

THINKS ANDREE 18 ALIVE 
BROTHER OF THE ‘anininire DOES 
‘NOT GIVE UP HOPE. 


Writes to Professor Baldwin That He 
Expects to Hear from the Expedi- 
tion Next Year—Theory Is That It 
Will Take the Party Three Years 
to Reach Civilisation — Eskimos 
Thought to Have Shot Two of the 


London, Oct. 27.—The Times publishes a 
letter from Rear Admiral Herbert Campion 
summarizing a story received from his 
nephew, now at Fort Churchill, Hudson Bay, 
which says that some Eskimo traders some 
time ago shot two white men supposed to 
belong to the Andree expedition. | 

Mobile, Ala., Oct, 26.—Evelyn B. Baldwin, 
the arctic explorer, and observer in the 
United States Weather bureau, who has 
been assigned to duty at this station, has 
arrived here from Washington. Today he 
received a letter from Captain Ernst Andree 
of Sweden, brother of the polar aeronaut, 
and gave for publication the following ex- 
tract, expressive of Andree’s confidence in 
his brother’s safety: 

**My opinion is that if my brother had 
landed anywhere between 86 or 88 degrees 
north and 70 or 80 degrees west and 180 de- 
grees west (Greenwich meridian) we would 
have heard from him. But not having 
heard directly from him as to his having 
landed, I think he must have come down 
to the west of 180 degrees and between 88 or 
87 degrees north. 

“From 85 degrees north to 180 degrees it 
is about 750 miles to the nearest known land 
—to New Siberia, Taymur, Franz Josef 
Land, Greenland, and the Parry Islands. 
At the e daily progress made by Nan- 
sen of th miles it would take him two 
years to reach the coast of the Parry Is- 
lands and another year before he could 
communicate with civilization, My brother 
several times expressed his wish to examine 
the Ocean north of the Parry Islands, 

*“ Some time ago one of my brother’s buoys 
was found on the north coast of Iceland. 
Lately, however, another has been found on 
the north coast of King Charlesland, east of 
‘Spitzbergen. He had with him twelve buoys, 
eleven smaller ones and a large one, the lat- 
tet to be thrown out when the balloon wasas 
far north as the expedition expected to 
reach, 

“If the expedition reached 84 or 85 degrees 
north, and 90 or 100 degrees east, and then 
got northerly winds, it is most Mkely they 
would have thrown the buoy, not expecting 
to go any more to thé north. But the wind 
might have changed in a few hours again 
to the south or southwest, and thus have 
carried the balloon to 84 or 86 degrees north 
and 90 degrees west or 180 degrees. 

**Here they may have landed in an un- 
explored region, previous to reaching which 
they may have sailed backward and forward 
several times. 

“I do not put the least faith in any of 
the many reports, with the exception, of 
course, of the pigeon message and the two 
buoys. I do not expect to hear anything 
more t year, but expect to hear all the 
more next summer.”

“The Boards of Assessors and Review 
started out with a great display of zeal,”’ 
said the Mayor in the course of the con- 
ference, “ and talked about how they were 
going to increase the assesaments so the 
city would have money enough on which 
to exist, but when they found they might 
hurt the Republican party in that way 
we heard no more of it, and the assess- 
ment this year will give us no relief.”’ 

After several suggestions for relief were 
made by the business-men and 
upon by the Mayor, it was suggested by 
one of them that the bridge be built by 
private enterprise, the city to pay 6 per 
cent on the amount invested.

Complaints were made at the Health de- 
partment yesterday that the odors from the 
Stock-Yards district were becoming pro- 
nounced again, and a warning was sent to 
the inspectors there to renew their efforts 
in seeing to it proper precautions are taken 
to prevent the nuisance. The examination 
made by the Health department some time 
ago showed the smells could be prevented, 
but experience has shown that eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of a pure atmosphere.

MUST PAY HEAVIER. TAXES. 


Supreme Court of Iowa Decides Against 
the Insurance Companies of 
§ the State. | 


Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 26.—[Special.]}—The 
Supreme Court handed down a decision to- 
day in the long-contested Iowa insurance tax 
cases. The companies directly involved are 
the Hawkeye Insurance company, the State 
Insurance company, and the Des Moines 
Insurance company, but the decision applies 
to all lowa companies, The court declares 
unconstitutional that portion of the State 
law which exempts Insurance corporations 
from paying taxes other than the per cent 
tax levied by the State and collected by the 
Treasurer of the’State. 

It holds that «nsurance and kindred corpo- 
rations are subject to State, county, city, 
and school taxes just as individuals are. 
Their capital stock and personalty, by this 
holding, are placed on a footing with their 
real estate, all being subject to the local tax 
levies, which formerly they escaped. 

The decision was made tn the Hawkeye In- 
surance company case and ‘applies to all 
similar cases submitted at the last term of 
court. Assessor French of this city was di- 
rected by the Auditor to assess the igsurance 
companies of the county on their capital 
stock and personalty just as if they were in- 
divtiduals. The insurance companies resisted 
this action and Judge S. F. Prouty of this 
district sustained the Assessor and the cuoun- 
ty. The companies appealed and the 8u- 
preme Court has unanimously affirmed 
Judge Prouty’s decision. The same conten- 
tion has arisen as to telephone and telegraph 


companies.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


WESTERN CAR FAMINE © CAUSES 
GREAT LOSS OF REVENUE. 


Shortage Laid Largely to Failure of 
Eastern Lines to Make Prompt Re- 
tarns of Rolling Stock—General 
Managers Discuss Fast Trains and 
Minimum Loads—Favorable Show- 
ing Made by the Statement of Earn- 
ings for September. 


Western roads never before suffered so 
badly as at present fromacar famine. Their 
inability to handle promptly all the freight 

‘- offered for shipment, owing to the shortage 
of cars, causes them not only much embar- 
rassment, but also great loss of revenue. 
Nearly all these roads have added during the 
last two years from 10 to 40 per cent to their 
equipment, but few have enough rolling 
stock. It is claimed by some of the Western 
managers that the shortage of cars is large- 
ly due to failure of the Eastern roads to re- 
turn cars promptly. Thousands of their 
cars, they say, are being held hy the Eastern 
roads, which claim that they cannot unload 
them more quickly owing to the lack of 
terminal facilities. The Eastern roads, it 
is said, have failed to make adequate pro- 
visions for handling the enormous traffic 
that has been going East during the last six 
months. The New York Central, Pennsyl- 
vania, and other Eastern trunk lines lately 
have placed large orders for new cars, but 
until these are ready they appear to be 
making all the use they can of the cars of 
their Western connettions. 

In order to devise means by which they can 
secure a prompt return of their cars from 
the Bastern roads, the General Managers of 
the various Western roads held a meeting | 
fn the Great Northern Building, but just 
what action was taken could not be ascer- 


tained. 


Discuss Train Matters. 

The putting on of fast trains between 
Chicago and Missouri River points and be- 
tween Kansas City and Denver by some of 
the roads also was discussed by the Gen- 
eral Managers. There has been an under- 
standing among the Chicago-Missouri 
River lines not to run trains between those 

mts at faster time than fifteen hours. 

e new schedules’ announced by some of 
the roads, to be put in effect Sunday, name 
fourteen hours as the time of the fast trains 
between Chicago and Kansas City. It is 
now proposed to reduce the time limit by 
all lines to fourteen hours, but a few of the 
indirect lines wil! find it a hard task to make 
this time, and these are likely to cut rates 
in retaliation unless other concessions are 
granted. 

There was also a discussion regarding the 
recent advance in the minimum carioad 
weight from 24,000 pounds to 30,000 pounds. 
Some of the weaker lines, it is said, are pay- 
ing no attention to the new minimum weight, 
and still allow shippers to load = 24,000 
pounds in a car at carioad rates. Unless 
geome agreement can be effected the mini- 
mum carioad weight will have to be put 
back to 24,000 pounds.

The statement of earnings for the month 
of September issued yesterday makes as 
favorable a showing as that for the previous 
month. The increase in gross earnings 
amounted to more than half a milHon dol- 
lars, while the cost of operation increased 
only $21, 000, Net earnings from operation 
for the month show an increase of $489,887.

With a dramatic arraignment of the com- 
plaining witness, involving the charge that 
he had attempted to break up a home, and 
with a counter analysis of the case and the 
declaration that the defendant sought to 
commit deliberate murder, the case of Harry 
H. Hammond, charged with attempting to 
kill John T. Shayne in the Auditorium An- 
nex Café on March 21, was opened yester- 
day before Judge Hutchinson.

“The coward!’”’ reiterated the witness, as

Thus almost every sentence was chal- 
lenged, and the crowd listened in silence to 
the long direct and cross examination, stub- 
bornly fought by State and defense. 

The opening appeal for Mr. Hammond was 
striking. Assistant State’s Attorney Smith

Claims of the Defense. 


Attorney Kickham Scanlan outlined the 
defense’s course. Sarcasm marked the re- 
cital of the attentions the “ millionaire 
Prince,” as the complainant was called, had 
paid Mrs. Hammond. Mr. Scanlan said Mrs.

It was asserted that Mr. Hammond had 
been told that his wife was “‘ not worthy of 
s0 good a man,” and that all this while 
Mr. Shayne was trying to find witnesses who 
woul4 say that Mr. Hammond was drunk 
most of the time. Mr. Scanlan told of Mrs. 
Hammond's suit for divorce, and said Mr. 
Hammond had exacted from her a promise 
that shé should never marry Mr. Shayne. 
In conclusion, Mr. Hammond’s business 
troubles were recited, and Mr. Scanian said 
he would prove Mr. Hammond had been 
insane for months before the shooting. 


Mr. Shayne’s Story.

Mrs. Henry Osier, for Whose Illegal Ar- 
rest Patrolman McCormick Was Dis- 
charged, Alleges a Plot. 


Mrs. Henry Oster, 3522 Prairie avenue, for 
whose illegal! arrest on Aug. 18 last Patrol- 


fore the Police Trial board and discharged, 
complained to Chief Kipley yesterday after- 
noon of persecutions on the part of Sixth. 
Precinct policemen, who, she alleges, are 
interested in obtaining McCormick’s rein- 
statement. She averred that the attitude of 
men connected with the station at Halsed 
and Thirty-fifth streets had been so threat- 
ening that she no longer felt safe in ventur- 
dng outside her residence. Mrs. Oster also 
stated that in the attempt to damage her, E. 
W. Wallbaum of the State’s Attorney’s 
office had telephoned to the station at Thir- 
ty-fifth and Halsted street last Tuesday and 
asked that Mrs. Carrie Hanson, 3407 State 
street, be sent for to make allegations 
against her. 

Chief Kipley, after hearing the complaint, 
sent the following order to the station in 
question: 

“I understand from Mrs. Osier, who lives 
at 8522 Prairie avenue, that she has been 
annoyed by police officers in the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, and that at your station acts have 
been committed in interference with her 
affairs. You remember that Thomas Mc- 
Cormick was discharged from the force in 
August for arresting her without cause. I 
wish it to be understood distinctly that you 
are not to meddle with Mrs. Osier’s personal 
affairs, and that you are to take your orders 
from this office only. If I am informed of 
any disobedience if this order I shall go. 
down to your station and institute a personal 
investigation. This order is to be communi- 
cated to the commanding officers of the 
etation, and applies to every officer, regard- 
less of rank.”’ 

Chief Kipley informed Mrs. Osier that she 
need have no further fears of police annoy- 
ance. “If, McCormick,” he said, “ is insti- 
tuting this persecution of. Mrs. Osier, he is 
committing a grave offense, and may be 
prosecuted. His attorney, James Todd, has 
been collecting affidavits concerning Mfrs. 
Osier in the attempt to justify her arrest. 
Mr. Todd brought them to me, but my opin- 
ion in the matter rests unchanged. I believe 
that an innocent woman has been treated 
with gross injustice, and under no circum- 
stances shall McCormick be reinstated.”’ 
Mrs. Osier asserts that since the discharge 
of McCormick she has been the victim of 
systematic persecution. 

‘*A month ago I was arrested on a charge 
of signing straw bonds two years ago,”’ said 
Mrs. Osier. ‘I was tried before Judge 
Brentano on Oct. 11 and released. Now, I 
am told by my neighbors that I am in danger 
of another arrest on a manufactured 
charge.’’ 

E. W. Wallbaum denies that he telephoned 
the alleged order to the police station to 
have Mrs. Hanson examined. ‘“ I am inter- 
ested in this case,”’ he said, “‘ only as far as 
the charge of strawbailing is concerned.’’ 
James Todd, attorney for McCormick, said 
that the alleged persecutions were not due 
to the machinations of his client. ‘*‘ McCor- 
mick,’’ he said, “is the persecuted person. 
He was discharged unjustly.”’ 


BISHOP AND SOLDIER ON WAR. 


Vincent of Kansas Upholds McKinley’s 

Policy—Former British Officer Tells 
of Mistakes at Majuba Hill. 

Bishop John H. Vincent of Topeka, Kas., 


Was at the Sherman House yesterday on his 
way to Philadelphia to attend the annual 


Episcopal Church. In speaking of the Gen- 
eral Conference, which meets in Chicago 
next May, he said much interest is felt as to 
the results from the new rule ding 
equal lay representation. 

Bishop Vincent is a hearty supporter of 
McKinley and his Philippine 
policy. — 

“I do not believe the stories regarding the 
desecration of Catholic churches by the 
American soldiers,” he said. ‘*‘ There may 
have been a case or two of this character, as 
is Mkely to happen amoung thousands of 
soldiers in the heat of a campaign, but I do 
not believe it has been of sufficient frequence 
to justify any such general charge against 
our soldiers in the Philippines. 

_“* Iam becoming more and more impressed 
with the similarity in the character and pub- 
lic utterances of McKinley and Lincoln,” 
continued the Bishop. “ They are alike in 
the possession of that wonderful combina- 
tion of a calm, exalted temperament which 
seems to have made them impervious to 
mere clamor, and that peculiarly sympa- 
thetic quality which had kept them in close 
touch with the people.”’ 

Major J. R. D. Graham, a former soldier 


Pacific Hotel, said yesterday the treaty of 
peace following the battle of Majuba Hi!l 
Was at the bottom of the present war in the 
Transvaal. He referred to it as the “‘ English 
betrayal.’’ 

** It was the most stupendous mistake ever

“The battle of Majuba Hill was a most 
colossal piece of bungling and mismanage- 
ment on'the part of the EngMsh commander. 
Ke had only about 650 men, the greater part 
of whom were armed with a wretched car- 
bine that was not sighted above 300 yards

‘ances, compiled by Henry, caught my at- 
tention. I was even then not suspicious, and 
it was only after a mere careful review of 
_ book that I found an apparent deficit 

something over $15,000. This was on 
Saturday, and Henry promptly fessed 
and offered to go to the bank with me that 
I might learn the exact amoumt. As it was 
after banking hours, the matter was de- 
ferred, and he aided me in checking up the 
books on Sunday.” 

As reasons for not taking any action, Mr. 
Molloy states that his former confidential 
man has no property on which he could 
recover. Mrs. Henry’s pleadings also have 
been taken into consideration by him, and, 
should the membership be transferred, Mr. 
Molloy asserts that he is inclined to let the 
matter drop. | 

Hienry was given a membership on the 
board two years ago by Mr. Molloy and im- 
mediately after made an unfortunate deal in 
wheat which cut into his bank account of
